Ivanovo -VozN&sENSK. 


:HE  (’ITY  OF  IVANOVO -VOZNESENSK,  the 


centre  of  the  cotton  industries  of  the  govern- 
nient  of  Madimir,  is  situated  at  tlie  disiance  of 
about  two  hundred  miles  to  the  northeast  of  Mosco\y, 
and  in  the  northern  part  of  its  government,  not  far 
from  the  lamndary  line  dividing  the  latter  from  the  gov- 
ernment of  Kostroma,  and  is  hiiilt  on  the  shores  of  the 
river  Ouvod,  confluent  of  Kliasma,  which,  uniting  its 
waters  with  the  river  Oka,  hows  into  the  A olga  queen  of 
Kussian  rivere. 

Although  historically  known  as  far  hack  as  the  sixteenth 
century,  as  a parisli  in  tlie  possession  of  the  famiE  of  the

Counts  Slieiuuiietiett  iiiidor  the  shorter  iiaine  of  Ivanovo, 
the  city  of  Ivanovo- Voznesensk  is  tlie  yonnyest  ot  linssian 
toviis,  haviriy  keen  ineor])orate(l  knt  in  tlie  reign  of  Alex-

1 vanovo-k’oznesensk  occupies  an  area  of  akont  hfteen 
sijuare  versts,  and  is  tra\a‘rsed  k}"  the  Shonya  - I^'anovo 
railway  line,  which  in  one  direction  unites  it  with  IMoscow 
and  Xij'ny-Xo\gorod,  and  in  another  witli  Keeiieshma,  lying 
on  tin*  shore  of  tlie  Adilga.  ddie  })rin(d])al  industries  of  the 
(dty  ai'e  calico  - indiding  and  power  - loom  weaving.  The 
former,  as  w’ell  as  hand-weaving,  as  is  historically  known, 
have*  fieen  cariied  on  in  the  ])arish  of  I^'anovo  as  far  hack 
as  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century  ; hnt  the  latter 
has  grown  to  its  [ireseidi  importance  only  within  the  last 
twenty-five  years. 
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At  the  present  moment  there  exist  in  the  city  of  Ivanovo-

Different  smaller  worksho})s,  liaving  intimate  con- 
nection with  the  })rincipal  industry  of  the  city,  10 
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'J’he  yearly  ex])ort  of  niainifaetured  goods  of  the  city 
ainoiiiits  at  tlie  ])resciit  day  to  the  sum  of  about  50, ()()(), 000 
rouf)les,  of  wldeli  at  least  oue-half  falls  to  the  share  of  nine 
firms,  exhibiting  their  goods  in  their  own  pavilion  at  the 
W'oiid’s  Fair. 

The  city  of  the  present  day  counts  40,000  inhabitants, 
of  whicdi  ‘20,000  obtain  their  living  a,s  null  hands  and  em- 
ployes at  the  different  manufactures.  The  sale  of  the  man- 
ufactured goods  of  F anovo- Voznesensk  is  })rinci})ally  carried 
on  in  Moscow,  where  the  different  hi’iiis  have  their  de})ots 
and  agencies;  also  at  the  principal  Fairs  of  the  Fmpire, 
such  as  that  of  Xijuy-Xovgorod,  Irbit  in  Western  Siberia, 
and  Kharkoff  in  the  south  of  Furo])ean  liussia. 

l^rom  Moscow,  l)y  means  of  the  railways  and  by  the. 
\d)lga,  the  goods  reaeh  the  furthest  limits  of  the  Itussian 
Fmpire,  and  can  he  obtained  at  almost  any  market  town 
of  Central  liussia,  in  its  trans-Caspian,  trans-Caucasian  and 
Siberian  provinces.  They  are  to  l)e  found  also  in  the 
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markets  of  Khiva,  BokJiara,  and  the  adjacent  provinces  of 
Persia,  Asiatic  Turkey  and  Afglianistan. 

Tlie  characteristic  feature  of  the  manufacturers  of  the 
city  of  IvanoA'o-Voznesensk  is,  that  they  are  geiierallv 
themsehTS  tlie  managers  of  tlieir  firms.  If  tliere  he  sous 
and  brothers  in  a family,  tliey  diA’ide  among  them  the  dif- 
ferent parts  of  superA'ision  and  act  as  directors,  mechanics, 
colorists  and  even  doctors,  in  their  factories.  Only  in  sucdi 
cases  AA'here  there  are  no  memhers  of  the  families  ca})ahle 
of  filling  posts  of  respousihility,  strangers  are  iuAdted  tor 
the  management  of  the  important  hranches  of  luisiness,  tor 
Avhicli  posts,  natives  are  generally  preferred,  and  foreign 
element,  Avhicdi  in  former  times  reigned  supreme,  is  at  pres- 
ent carefully  aA’oided. 

Tills  laudahle  desire  of  self-help  is  the  cause  of  the 
estahlishment  of  schools  in  the  city,  in  some  of  which 
purely  technical  education  is  the  object  in  aucav.  These 
schools  are  in  a great  measure  supported  on  the  means 
sujiplied  by  the  manufacturing  firms.  Tlie  nund)er  of 
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schools  amounts  to  ten,  with  0,000  pupils  of  both  sexes, 
with  a ratio  to  the  entire  population  of  the  city  of  more 
than  seven  and  one-half  per  cent. -ratio,  which  exceeds 
even  many  of  the  Government  cities  of  the  Empire. 

Most  of  the  new  inventions  in  machinery  and  technical 
improvements  find  their  way  to  Ivanovo-Yoznesensk,  and 
are  immediately  applied  and  utilized.  Many  works  and 
mills  are  at  present  lighted  hy  electricity  ; residues,  ob- 
tained from  the  distillation  of  petroleum,  are  used  as  fuel 
for  hollers  ; telephone  wires  traverse  the  city  in  different 
directions  ; and  the  wires  of  the  telegrai^h  tie  it  to  the 
net  of  the  whole  world. 

For  the  su}'})ly  of  raw  materials  and  dye  stuffs,  the 
manufacturers  of  Ivanovo-Voznesensk  have  not  to  go  very 
far.  I’he  })rincipal  home  and  foreign  trading  firms  in  these 
commodities  have  their  depots  and  agencies  in  the  city  ; 
and  cotton,  grown  at  present  in  the  trans-Caspian  prov- 
inces of  the  Empire,  is  hought  at  the  Fair  of  Nijny-Nov- 
gorod,  and  by  means  of  the  Volga  and  Ivanovo-Keeneshma 
railway  line  is  carried  to  the  doors  of  the  spinning  mills. 
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All  the  money  transactions  are  carried  on  throiiyh  the 
Bank  of  the  Empire,  a branch  of  which  was  opened  in 
the  citj"  in  1886. 

The  city  is  also  well  suitplied  wdth  charitalde  institu- 
tions. Besides  small  lazarettos,  existing  in  connection  with 
every  mill,  there  are  intirmaries,  orphan  and  ])oor  houses, 
and  a lying-in  hospital  for  women  wmrking  in  factories. 

Eleven  churches  su})ply  the  spiritual  ^vants  of  the  po})- 
ulation,  professing  the  orthodox  creed. 

The  goods  of  some  of  the  manufacturing  firms  of  the 
city  have  been  exhibited  at  the  Universal  Expositions  of 
Eondon  in  1862,  Vienna,  Paris  1868  and  1889,  and  at  the 
Philadelphia  and  New  Orleans  exhibitions  in  this  country.

Idle  goods  manufactured  by  this  firm  are  of  the  kind 
demanded  in  the  markets  of  C’entral  Asia,  IMrsia  and  trans- 
Caucasian  provinces  of  the  liussian  Empire,  wdiere  they 
are  principally  sold. 

Idle  articles  manufactured  by  this  firm  have  not  been 
exhibited  at  any  of  the  preceding  Expositions.

SHEFF, 

Owners  of  a power-loom  weaving  mill,  bleach  and  calico- 
printing  works.  Manufactured  goods  are  principally  of  the 
Asiatic  kind.

PARTNERSHIP  OF  KOUVAIEFFS  GALIGO-PRINTING  WORKS, 

Owners  of  bleaching,  dyeing  and  calico-printing  works. 
The  firm  was  established  in  1817.  At  the  present  moment 
this  firm  is  one  of  the  largest  in  the  city.  The  bleach 
works  of  this  firm,  judging  by  the  quantity  of  hleached 
goods,  are  of  the  largest  on  the  European  continent. 

Manufactured  printed  goods  are  of  a kind  demanded  in 
the  Kussian  market.

TRADING  HOUSE  “NIGON  GARELIN  SONS,” 

Owners  of  spinning,  power- loom  weaving  mills  and 
calico-printing  works. 

One  of  the  oldest  firms  in  the  city.  The  ancestors  of 
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the  present  owners  are  recognized  as  the  founders  of 
cahco-printing  in  Ivanovo-Voznesensk,  estahlislied  by  them 
in  the  first  half  of  the  eighteenth  century.

PARTNERSHIP  OF  FACTORIES  “ NIGANOR  DERBENEFF  AND  SONS,” 

Owns  power-loom  weaving  mill  and  calico-printing  works. 
The  firm  has  existed  about  twenty  years,  and  was  estab- 
lished hy  the  present  owners  and  their  late  father.

PARTNERSHIP  OF  FAGTORIE.S  “ V.  E.  AND  A.  YASSUNINSKY,” 

Owns  spinning,  power-loom  weaving  factories  and  calico- 
printing  works,  in  the  hamlet  of  Kokhma,  in  the  vicinity  of 
Ivanovo-A^oznesensk.  The  firm  was  established  in  the  first 
quarter  of  the  present  century.

Printed  calicos  and  ginghams  are  manufactured  princi- 
pally for  file  markets  of  Persia  and  trans-Caucasian  and 
trans-Casi)ian  ])rovinces  of  the  Pussian  Pmpire.

Weaving  null,  l)lea(dnng  and  calico-piinting  works.  Tire 
firm  was  established  by  the  father  of  the  present  owners  in 
1842.  Unbleached  calico  is  sold  in  the  markets  of  Central 
Asia  ; ginghams  aiid  turkey  reds  in  the  South  and  Central 
Pussia  and  trans-Caucasian  })rovinces.
